Shaky Nips Expect 
Invasion via China 

GUAM, June 27 (/P) — Radio Tokyo reported allied 
forces were figlitlng their way today onto Kume island, BO 
railca west of Okinawa, and pretJicted American assault 
force.i may land on the China coast preparatory to invading 
Japan. 

The report on the Kumc invasion said heavy finhtinff is 
progresa. It described the action as a fresh landing in the 
central Ryukyu islands" wlicrc Americans arc developing 
bases to hit the enemy homeland. 

Another broadcast quoted the Tokyo new.spnper Yomiuri 
Hochi as noting "the possibility is great that the enemy will 
attempt a landing on the China continent in preparation for 
invasion of Japan."- 

Capture of Kume would add 
10 square miles to the Ameri- 
can-held Ryukyu area, includ- 
ing Okinawa and the Korama 
Islands. It also would protect 
the western flank of Okinawa 
where capture of 802 more 
prisoners boosted nipponeso

"Tho world must now uae it. 

"If we fail to use it we shall betray all those who have died 
in order that we might meet hero in freedom and safety to 
create it. 

"If we fieek to use it solfiahly, for the advantage of any 
one nation or any small group of nations, we ahal! bo equally 
guiity of that iictrayal. 

"Let UH not fail to grasp tho HUpremo chance fo establish a 
world-wide rule of reason — to create an enduring peace under 
the guidance of God."

THE UNCOMMON MAN 
Above the nolsG of claslilng economic pan- 
aceas and general conlu.^lon there has been 
heard a lone voice crying for consideration of 
"the uncommon man." Tlic voice belongs to 
Dr. William C. dc Vane, dean of Yale college. 
And It might be a good Idea 11 we all hushed 
up and Jljlened to him. 
"Some things," he says, "have not changed 
, since the dawn of history, and bid fair to last 
out time Itself. One oC these things Is the 
capacity for greatness In man — his capacity 
lor being olten the master ol the evont and 
sometimes even more— the changer ot his- 
tory itself." 

It la his conclusion tliat today's life and 
thought may bo stifling that capacity for 
greatness, "a very precious gift," and that 
democracy cannot thrive without the "un- 
common man." 

We agree with Dr, dc Vane, And we think 
one of the first and best ways oC promoting 
the uncommon man's welfare would be to 
banish the term "common man" from our 
speech and our thinking. 

The temi la meaningless. The very fact 
of being human commits man to Individual- 
ity, not commonness. Ho man In the honest 
depths of his heart thinks of himself as be- 
ing "common." And when you hear an in- 
dividual thump his breast and piously pro- 
claim, "I am Just a common man." put him 
down as a thundering hypocrite and hang 
onto your pocketbook, because he's after 
something— usually votes or money. 

Those who speak of tho common man as 
someone apart from themselves may be mo- 
tivated by sincerity and good Intentions — 
those durable paving stones of the nether 
regions. But they are guilty of a .snobbery 
ns stuffy OS that of any blue-blooded, gouty 
old moneybags. 
What the wcll-Intentloned and soclal-con- 
' Bclous mean by the common man Is the poor 
man, the unfortunate man. the exploited 
man, the uneducated or unintelligent mi 
But they have coined tho euphemism "co.__ 
mon," and have tried to convince the peopli 
to whom they apply It that commonness is l 
virtue, and that It la a mark of honesty to bo 
stripped of Individuality and branded 
of a herd. 

They have fostered the Idea that by tho 
mere fact of being classed as "common," a 
segment of society has the right to receive 
some of the world's goods from Its uncom 
mon brethren and give nothing In return. 
They have put the witch's curse on Individual 
ambition. They have confused tho mere 
fact of wealth with evil, and of poverty with 
good, without regard for attendant circum- 
stances. 

It Is certainly the duty of all men to try 
to Improve the society they live In, to Increosi 
opportunities, and to distribute that society'^ 
wealth In such a manner that each member 
may live In decency and comfort. 

But men should not get the Idea that de- 
cency and comfort are the end, or that any 
one of their fellow men must bo compelled 
to live by bread and sociology alone. Decency 
and comfort should simply be the setting 
commensurate with the dignity of being a 
man, a setting In which whatever promise a 
man has of uncommonness and greatness 
may develop unfettered.
